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Three Die in Collision 



A 15-year-old Floyd Kellam 
High School student was the 
lone survivor among four occu- 
pants of an auto which collided 
with a school bus at approx- 
imately 8;4^ a. m. Tuesday 
. morntag. Two of his school 
mates and a soldier died in 
Mfce accident. 

David N. Howe, son of the 
Robert Howe's of Ansol Lane, 
received severe head injuries 
in the accident on Holland Road 
aboufone mile from the school. 

Two of those fatally injured 
were Wanda Gale Bess, 16, 
daughter of theG. E. Bess, Jr.'s 
of Peachwood Lane; and Deborah 
Lee Wood, 16, daughter of the 
Elton E. Wood's of Plnewood 
Drive. The soldier was identi- 
fied by military officials as- 
Pfc. Michael Fred Lipthratt, 
19, son of the Cyril M. Lipthratt 
Jr.'s of Ft. Stewart, Ga., att- 
ached to Ft. Story. 

The driver of the school bus, 
Mrs. Doris Coolc, 34, of Strat- 
ford Hall Drive received only 



minor injuries . She was held 
at the General Hospital of Vir- 
ginia Beach for observation. 
Her son, five-year-old Scot who 
Was riding with her In the bus 
at the time, received treatment 
for minor injuries and was re- 
leased. Mrs. Cook and her son 
were the only occupants of the 
bus at the time. 

Police officer F.R., Scar- 
borough, who investigated the 
accident, said the auto apparen- 
tly went off the right side of 
the road then careened back 
across the roadway striking the 
school bus head on. Scarborough 
said Mrs. Nell Rollins of the 
300 block of Crisfield Road 
was directly behind the auto, 
driving a school bus when the 
accident occured. Scarborough 
quoted Mrs. Rollins with saying 
the auto appeared to be travell- 
ing at a normal rate of speed 
when the car went off the road. 
Scarborough added, "This app- 
arently is when It all started, 
but we don't know if she acc- 



elerated speed when she att- 
empted to get back on the road-' 
way". 

Scarborough was referring to 
Miss Bess, whom police said 
was driving the vehicle at the 
time. Miss Bess, Miss Wood 
and Pfc. Lipthratt were riding 
in the front seat of the car. 
Young Howe was the only rear 
seat passenger. Investigation 
indicated Howe apparently 
"hitch hiked" a ride to. school. 

Another car-school bus coH— 
ission in October 1967, about a 
half mile closer to Kellam High 
on Holland Road, killed another 
student. In that wreck the car 
driver, a student, struck a load- 
ed school bus head on. There 
were no serious injuries to 
bus passengers. 

Although Holland Road was 
widened last summer, it isstiU 
a twisting road with ditches on 
both sides.

In closed session following 
the informal session Monday 
City Council discussed bring- 
ing the office of the High Cons- 
table under direct City Manager 
Control.

McChesney. His duties include 
the serving of all civil papers 
for lower courts and the hand- 
ling of bailiffs for those courts. 
The job was created at merger 
in 1963. McChesney had twice 
been elected City Sergeant of 
the old City of Virinia Beach 
and John Marr, who became 
City Sergeant of the new city 
had been Sheriff of Princess 
Anne County. The duties were 
split with the new office. 

McChesney told the VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN he hadnoobjeetiw 
to working under the super- 
vision of the City Manager if 
that is the way Council wants 
it and that he was surprised 
that Payne was apparently mak- 
ing such a big issue of it. 

Payne was himself a Council 
appointee who took his seat on 
Council at the death of vice- 
Mayor Paul Brown. <* 

Councilman John McCombs 
suggested that action be de- 
ferred until the duties and sup- 
ervision of similar offices in 
other cities could be determ- 
ined. Council agreed. 

Council also received a letter 
from Ben R. Wroton whom it 
is supposed is still chairman 
of the City Planning Comm- 
ission.

The accent was on recreation 
at the informal City Council 
meeting Monday. Bids on the 
city's golf course adjoining 
Redwing Park and the proposed 
state park south of Sandbridge 
at False Cape both came under 
close scrutiny. 

The golf course is to be built 
on land leased to the city for 
(99 years through t h e last ses- 
sion of the V i r g i n i a General 
Assembly from Camp Pendle- 
ton. It is adjacent to the city's 
major park and lies lartly on 
Lake Redwing. 

Plans to this time have called 
for a championship golf course 
that would rival any in the United 
States to be built on the site, 
A total of $428,000 was ear- 
marked for the course two years 
ago in a bond issue. This amount 
was to pay for the construction 
of the course, all out buildings 
and a clubhouse. The construc- 
tion amount was set by- a con- 
sultant at that time at $300,000. 

Costs however have mounted 
considerably since that time. 
The lowest bid received by the 
city last week was for $527,000, 
for the construction of the 
eourse only. Thatbidcamelrom^^-. 
the John Malbon Construction 
Co. of Virginia Beach, working 
in conjunction iwith Colonial 
Gardens of Marietta, Ohio. 

The other two bids came from 
Higer son-Buchanan, Inc. of 
Chesapeake for $628,423, and 
from E. V. Williams, Inc. of 
Virginia Beach for $695,595. 

Bids were originally sch- 
eduled to be opened on Jan. 6, 
but because of the holidays, 
considerable Illness and the 
relatively short time given con- 
structors to bid, the bid open- 
ing was delayed until Jan. 30. 
One of the original bidders 
dropped out of the bidding In 
the interim. 

. The Malbonbid, however, was 
negotiated down over the wedc- 
end to approximately $440,000, 
<<ai the condition the ctty would 
take over the three-month 
maintenance when the course 
is completed in the summer of 
1970 and other minor changes. 
After the three-month period 
the course should be ready to 
play in the early fall of 1970. 

Scott said that his office is 
now working on the aK)roprIa- 
tion of non-referendum bonds 
for next year, and that possibly 
the additional $150,000 needed to 
finish the entire project, as well 
as build a new circuit court, 
could be included In the $2 
million of bonds. 

__ Members of City Council 
agreed that the city cannot stop 
at this point and that the city 
is committed to the project 
that they expect to pay for it- 
self in a relatively few years.

Nansemond County and Alex- 
ander P. Grlce ni of Norfolk. 

Terms for the new officers 
may be short-lived since the 
Division of State Planning and 
Urban Affairs have proposed 
a' new 1 division of 22 planning 
districts in Virginia. Under this 
sj^stem', which may go Into eff- 
ect as' early as July 1, SVRPC 
would no longer Ixlst. 

instead, the SVRPC mem- 
bers, Virginia Beach, Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake, Suff- 
olk and Nansemond County, 
would form Planning District 
20 together with Franklin 
Southampton County and Isle' 
of Wight County. 

State law decrees that a 
majority of SVRPC's board of 
commissioners would have tc be 
elected officials, necessitating 
a new election. 

The 1968 Virginia^ General 
Assembly passed a law which 
stated the principles of the new 
system. 

T. Edward Temple, state 
planning director spoke to the 
SVRPC, saying that even though 
some parts of the state are 
unhapp y with th e boundaries of 



their planning districts, he ex- 
pects this area to be one of 
the firsts to make an orderly 
transition. 

A new highway plan, projected 
to 1985, was presented to the 
SRVPC at the meeting. The new 
plan was revealed by Wilbur 
Smith & Associates, consulting 
firm, as an update of the 1980 
plan which was made public in 
1965. 

The new plan Is designed to 
fill deficiencies in the 1980 
plan, such as in certain road 
improvements and in the es- 
timate of money needed. The 
1980 plan called for a network 
of roads totaling 8 10 miles cos- 
ting $366 million; the 1985 plan 
reports a need of a network 
of roads totaling 848,9 miles 
costing $569 million. The es- 
timate jump is mainly caused 
by the jump in road-building 
costs since the 1980 report was 
compiled. 
- Included in the updated plan 



is the development of Southern 
Blvd. and Plfto Trail Extended 
in Virginia Beach. 

Two interesting items In the 
new plan are the estimated drop 
in area; population as connpared 
to the 1980 plan and the expected 
reduction of traffic volume on 
the Cft^sapeake Bay Bridge- 
Tunnel, 

The 1980 plan estimated an 
area population of 1.18 million, 
whereas the 1985 plan estimates 
the population at 1.1 million. 
The updated plan does estimate 
the over-all labor force at the 
same level. There is an in- 
crease expected in blue and 
white collar jobs and a decrease 
in military jobs. 

The estimate of the Bridge- 
Tunnel traffic in the 1980 plan 
was made prior to the opening 
of the ^Bridge-Tunnel; it was

City Council has seen fit to 
oppose the development of all 
the land on the oceanf ront south 
^f the Back Bay National Wild- 
life Refuge as a state park. 
A resolution to that effect will 
probably be passed Monday, and 
that follows official objections 
some time ago to only a small 
part of the land being used for 
this purpose. 

It is difficult to agree y/ith 
City Council on this one, but 
v/e are forced to do so. We 
are aware of how little ocean- 
front is actually public In Vir- 
ginia Beach because of military 
installations and because of 



but the general public must be 
able to use it too or the pur- 
pose will fail. 

Actually it is a shame, and 
this is the crux of the matter, 
that it must be a park at all, 
regardless of the needs of the 
public on the vanishing ocean- 
front land. The city of Virginia 
Beach could certainly gain more 
from the land if it could be 
developed in,an orderly fashion, 
both residential I y and commer- 
cially.

We favor the park, 
but see the advantage to the 
city If it is not a park.

Seashore State Park being only 
for its campers. Then, too, 
the city has its park acreage 
at Sandbridge. There is that 
wildlife refuge. And there is 
much residential property 
which, while it cannot prohibit 
publituse, certainly Inhibits it. 
The additionof the Falsie Cape 
park, if it is only to be open 
to campers, would definitely be 
wrong. It must be public if it 
is to be built at all. We are 
aware of the desirablity of a 
camping area there because of 
crowded conditions at Seashore,

Democratic Primary race in July. 

Actually he had no choice. Had he pulled 
out and decided to run as an independent in 
Nmerpber he would have been fair game from 
alrsides. His ow^n supporters who have ad- 
vocated Democrats acting and voting like 
Democrats all thetime would have been laughed 
out of the political arena. And the other two 
candidates could easily have said he wasn't 
a Democrat at all. After all, look what happ- 
ened to George Wallace, the independent. His 
efforts were not overly successful nationwide^ 

Most- political observers believe Howell 
neVer really had any serious thoughts about 
bolting the primary in the first place. They 
feel he was looking for as much mileage out 
of the matters as possible, and that he got 
it, 'Now he must look for some other way 

, to 2;et his name in the headlines. Some ob- 
s ervers believe that with H owell in the p ri-^ 
mary he is in th^ safest spot to be beaten. 
riuit lb little doubt now that there will 
be a runulf election in August to determine 
the Democratic nominee. William Battle and 
Fred Hollard have worked hard building im- 
pressive lists of campaign stalwarts though- 
cut the state. Neither is going down to defeat 

• without a major struggle. 

The costly runoff provision so that the party 
candidate will have a ma)ority was written 
into Virginia lav some years ago and attempts 
to get it out have failed. Unless there is a 
major change in feeling the runoff will most 
likely be betw.een Pollard and Battle. This will 
be the first real major test betwien an old- 
line Organization man (Pollard) and a new 
moderate (Battle). Pollard does not have the 
announced total support of the Organization 
however, and many of the younger men lean 
to Battle. "

When Franklin D. Roosevelt took office on March 4, 1933, the^ 
collapse of the economic system was almost complete. 

x.;. Unemployment was estimated atfrom 13,000,000to 17,000,000. 
::•: Over 1350 banks had closed their doors and more than 20 states 
ix had either declared banking moratoriums or were allowing 
::•: banking operations under very special conditions. The nation 
:j: was tense and worried. The entire American Dream, including 

"Sj: /the very survival of our system rested on his shoulders. Into 
Z^ this stalemate, Roosevelt brought confidence with the words 

-_ii^"the only thing we have to fear is fear itself." 



Roosevelt took positive action. He declared a nationwide 
banking moratorium; he placed an embargo on the transportation 
of gold and silver; he strengthened the Federal Reserve System 
and the Reconstruction Finance Corporation; he initiated the 
first Agricultural Adjustment Act which regulated farm prices 
by curtailing the production of farm products. 

As an aid to industry and to stimulate employment, he secured 
the passage of the National Industrial Recovery Act. This was 
followed by the Tennessee Valley Development Act; the Utilities 
Holding Company Act; the Motor Carriers Act; the Emergency 
Relief Act; the Public Works Administration was established 
to promote construction in the public interest; the Works 
Progress Administration (WPA) came into existence by executive 
order; the Fair Labor Standards Act.'^he National Labor 
Relations Act; the Railroad Retirement Act; and the Social 
Security Act. 

When the Supreme Court was not liberal enough in its 
thinking, the President attempted to change its membership 
by forced retirements and an increase in the number of justices. 
This attempt to "pack the court" touched off a bitter debate 
and met with failure.

All this legislation was referred to as ^he "New Deal." 
Rightly or wrongly, the New Deal was an attempt to establish 
a planned economy in an effort, Rocsevelt believed, to save the 
capitalistic - free - enterprise system.

Politicians feared 
the great increase in federal employees needed tojulminster the 
programs; the increase in presidential powers; and the loss 
of power by the states. ^ 

In the Presidential campaign of 1936 the Democrats pointed 
to the returning prosperity and the Republicans looked with 
alarm to the social-welfare legislation. The result was a demo- 
cratic victory of epic proportioi^; if you consider the electoral 
vote 528 to 8. GraAially and painfully, and, at the costtrf a 
permanent change in our political and economic system, the nation 
strtvsled to its economic feet. 

Meanwhile, Old Glory was threatened from other quarters. In 
Europe a former Austrian corporal decided that the Germans 
were the Master Race. In Jqan, Hirohito decided his empire 
needed more room. Thus, tbe stage was set for World War II.

C,P.O. Stanford W. (Peewee) 
Morse's retirement from the 
(|f. S. Coast Guard last Friday 
marked the close of service 
-with the Coast Guard which has 
spanned two generations. 

Chief Morse, who ended 20 
years of service, followed in 
the footsteps of his father 
Elsworth Morse, director of the 
Virginia Beach Erosion Com- 
mission, who is a veteran of 
30 years Coast Guard Service. 

"Peewee" joined the Coast 
Guard in Norfolk, on Jan. 13, 
1949, and upon completion of 
boot training at Cape May, N. 
J., returned to the Virginia 
Beach Coast Guard Station for 
his first duty assignment. lie 
received his first electronics 
training in the Coast Guard 
school at Groton, Conn, and was 
reassigned to duty in the dis- 
trict engineers office atFUth 
Coast Guard District Headquar- 
ters in Portsmouth^ Va. Morse 
was next chosen for advanced 
training at the Coast Guard re- 
search and development station 
at Wildwood, N. J. and was 
subsequently reassigned to the 
electronics repair shop at the 
Coast Guard Station in Virginia 
Beach in Oct. 1966. On Jan. 2, 
1968 Morse was named as Ex- 
ecullxe Officer of the C. G. 
KUaronic Shop on Atlantic 
Avenue, a position which he held 
until his day of retirement. 

When Morse was asked what 
stood out in his mind during 
his many years of service with 
the Virginia Beach Coast Guard 
station, Morse replied,'*'! guess 
probably the hurricanes that 
battered the coast line from 
here to the Carolinas and the 
many times the Coast Guard 
was called upon to go to the 
assistance of those in distress 
in the Atlantic." 

Although Morse hesitates to 
talk in any detail about his 
accomplishments during the. 
past 20 years, his devotion to 
duty with the Coast Guard was 
marked by his earning several 
awards which Included the Nat- 
- ional Defense Service Medal 
and the Coast Guard Good Con- 
duct Medal with one silver star. 

The respect which Morsehas 
gained In Virginia Beach was 
quite evident In those persons 
who witnessed his retirement 
ceremonies. The large number 
of persons on hand Included 
« tpiyor Frank Dusch; Lt. Cmdr. 
D.A. Corey, Deputy Commander 
of the Coast Guard Group, Nor- 
folk; Virginia Beach Borough 
Fire Chief E.B. -Bubba" Bayne; 
and a large number of firemen 
and police officers of the city. 

Another tribute was paid to 
Morse just last month when he 
was named "Fireman of the 
Year" by men of the Virginia 
B^ach Borough Volunteer Fire 
Department. This marked the

The trouble with the 

new young tenant is that she 

has not quite grown up and wants 

to desperately. 

A young attorney is in love 
with her and wants to marry 
her, but she Is not certain that 
the entire relationship is not 
purely physical. She therefore 
invites him to move in with her 
on a Platonic basis only so that 
they can get to know each other 
better. Chemistry being what 
it is the arrangement obviously 
causes some problems and a 
fe w funny twists. , 

All this Is complicated by 
an irrepressible, eavesdrop- 
ping, heavy drinking landlord 
who lives next door.

Sometimes They Work Too WeU

"Sorry, but we need someone 
with work experience." 

> These are familiar words to 
jnany high school graduates 

'when they try to get a job after 
graduation. They may have the 
necessary skills, but because 
they have not held a job they 
lack one of the qualifications 
for a certain position. 

There is a fortunate group 
of students, however, who will 
graduate from high school with 
skill and on-the-job training. 
These are the students who are 
enrolled intheVocational Qffic£^_ 
Training program. 

VOT is a phase of vocational 
education made possible by 
special state assistance to local 
school divisions. Students who 
participate in the program work 
with local businesses while 
under continual instruction and 
supervision at school. 

Certain requirements have to 
be met before a school can par- 
ticipate in the .VOT program. 
For example: there has to be 
evidence of employment oppor- 
tunities for at least 12 grad- 
uates a year in the high school 
service area; there has to be 
an "office laboratory" appro- 
priately housed and equipped 
at the high school to accommo- 
date a class of 12 students; 
there has to be a teacher - 
coordinator , competent in train- 
ing and work experience to 
coordinate the in-school train- > 
ing with student on-the-job 
assignment. —■- - -.=,=.- — 

Only seniors participate in 
the program. They go to school 
part-time and are placed in 
employment .with the. j^proval 
of their parents, the schooland 
their employer at a rate eon- 
sistant with customary entrance 

pay.

The participating students 
have to have at least 4our units 
in business skills before they 
can enter the program. They are 
evaluated once every six weeks 
by written and/or personal con- 
tact with their school coord- 
inator. ' 



Before the students are acc- 
epted into the VOT program 
they have to make an applica- 
tion with two tAcher refer- 
ences. They are men judged on 
their ability as a student, their 
ability to get along with others, 
whether they really want to 
work and their dress. 

In Virginia Beach there are 
VOT programs at First Col- 

^nial^ Bayside,. Kellam and 

Princess Anne High Schools. 
The program at Princess Anne 
is the oldest.. .it has been in 
effect for 21 years. 



Mrs. William F. Barber Is 
head of the Business Depart- 
ment, and VOT coordinator at 
Princess Anne. At the moment 
she has 22 girls involved In 
the VOT program—all of whom 
are working, except one who is 
an interim worker and will 
soom be on another job. 



The students are employed in 
many different fields -depart- 
ment stores, real estate firms, 
investment corporations, in- 
surance firms. One girl works 
at the hospital, one works for 
a court reporter and another for 
a travel agency. 




In class the students work 
on business machines in order 
,to perfect their skills. The 
business laboratory at Princess 
Anne is equipped with typewri- 
ters (both manual and electric), 
transcribers, duplicators, cal- 
culators, posting machines, a 
peg-board accounting machine 
and a 10-key adding machine. 
Next year they will hav^ a data- 
processing machine which Mrs. 
JBarber feels will bring male 
students into the program. 

The students work in four 
basic areas-stenographic, acc- 
ounting, typing and general 
clerical. They rotate in these 
areas so that they get exper- 
ience In all phases of office 
wj2rk. ____, 

Mrs. Barber works closely 
with the students' employers. 
She checks regularly with the 
employers to see if the students 
need special instruction in any 
field. If so, she works with the 
student until the skill is 
mastered. 



There are very few problems 
with the program. Sometimes 
a student is mismatched with a 
job so that an adjustment has 
to be made, but this very sel- 
dom happens. Mrs. Barber is 
extremely careful in placing the 
students where their skills will 
be put to best use and where 
they will find the job exciting 
and challenging. Many times 
the students find their work 
so satisfying thatthey end up 
working inlhat field as a Career. 

There is one problem for 
which there seems to be no 
solution. The problem is grat- 
ifying and yet exasperating. 
Many times a student works 
out so w€U in a partieular posit- 
ion that she is kept on as a 
permanent employee. Then Mrs. 
Barber has to find another em- 
ployer because there Is no 
longer an avialable position! 

Next week we will talk to some 
of the employers and the VOT 
students to see how they feel 
about the program.

The kindergarten for retard- 
ed children, probably the most 
enthusiastic project of the Vir- 
ginia Beach-Princess Anne Jr. 
Wtrman's Club,-ha9^gfown so 
that it is now a project adopt- 
ed by the entire community. 

The idea grew from a Sun- 
day School class of three, which 
was started at Galilee Episco- 
pal Church. The class \v;is so 
successful that the concept of 
a kindergarten was formed. 

In checking with the Tide- 
water Association for Retarded 
Children the club found that 
TARC would give them nominal 
support if the kindergarten 
could be organized under 
T ARC'S standards. After the 
groundwork was. laid TARC 
chose ten children to attend the 
kindergarten. All of the child- 
ren were trainable or educable. 

The club found an experienced 
teacher and then netxled money 
to equip and supply the class 
with teaching aids. They also 
needed a year's salary fo. the 
teacher. In order to get the 
necessary funds letters were 
sent to civic clubs and church 
groups in the area. 

Over $3,300 has been re- 
ceived in answer to this call for 
support, as well as gifts. Some 
of these gifts are a record play- 
er, toys, a sliding board and a 
play house. *" 

At their Annual Follies in 
November the club added $2,000 
to the kindergarten fund. Mem- 
bers of the club have freely 
given their services as well as 
monetary gifts. Some of them 
are volunteer teaching aids, 
some make supplies such as 
rythmband instruments, puz- 
zles, and number sheets.

When taking a soil sample, 
be sure to take several slices 
of soil to a depth of about 
four inches before anything is 
done to the soil. The several 
soil slices should then be thor- 
oughly mixed together and about 
a cupful of the mixture brought 
in for analysis. 



If you apply fertilizer or lime 
to the soil before you take the 
sample, the results will be in- 
accurate, and will make it very 
diltucult to make any meaning- 
ful recommendation. A sample 
taken this way can produce an 
abnormally high salt concentra- 
tion reading, in addition to giv- 
ing untrue fertility readings. 
\ soil sample taken this way 
is practically useless. When 
taken properly, the results give 
us much information, and is a 
definite asset. ^l^tt 



(Editor's note: Here is a- 
notiier in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins. Extension horticultuist at 
Vir^nia Tech.) 

What kind of soil mixture do 
you use for your house plants 
and to produce the seedling 
vegetable and flower plants for 
your garden? You probably use 
a standard formula such as one 
part each of soil, shredded peat 
moss and sand plus one-half 
part dried manure or leaf mold. 

The atwve mixture is fine 
for most house plants or seed 
flats. Add about four cups of 
bonemeal per bushel to supply 
phosphate. A somewhat heavier 
mixture can be made by using 
twice as much soil. To reduce 
disease and insect problems, 
you should sterilize this mix- 
ture by l)aking for onehour^ 
200 degrees Fahrenheit or by 
using a commercial soil fumi- 
gant as directed on the package. 

This all sounds quite easy, 
but you know it is a real nui- 
sance to get all of those differ- 
ent materials together. Also, 
sterilization presents an added 
problem. You may find it is 
easier to buy your soil mix- 
ture from a local garden cen- 
ter or greenhouse and avoid 
all the trouble of mixing your 
own. 

There is another solution. 
Have you tried any of the mix- 
tures using peat moss and ver- 
micullte? These are becoming 
quite popular with home gar- 
deners and commercial gro- 
wers. They require no sterili- 
zation and thus avoid that time- 
consuming chore. 

One of the simplest mixtures 
you can prepare Is made by us- 
ing one part shredded peat mas? 
and one part horticultural e^iae 
vermlculite. Add two ounces of 
ground limestone and six ounces 
of 5-10-5 fertilizer per bushel. 
In measuring the lime and fer- 
tilizer, one cup equals about 
eight ounces. All of these ma- 
terials are valuable fpr other 
purposes around the garden, so 
you can easily find uses for any 
surplus you may have. 

This peat moss and verml- 
culite mixture Is light in weight 
and will produce uniform, high 
quality seedling plants. Thefer- 
tility level is sufficient to pro- 
vide all the nutrient needs of 
most plants for four to six 
weeks. Be sure to use a 5-10-5 
fertilizer containing iron and 
borbn as mitior elements, to 
avoid any deficiency of these 
nutrients. 



should then feed your plants 
about every two weeks with a 
soluble house plant fertilizer 
following the Instructions on the 
package. Apply the soluble fer- 
tilizer as needed to maintain 
good green growth. 

the peat moss and verml- 
culite mixture has another im- 
portant advantage. You may use 
it as a rooting medium for the 
cuttings of your coleus, ger- 
aniums, or other house plants, 
•^e easy way is to root the 
cuttings directly in the mixture, 
in three-inch pots. Be sure 
to keep the rooting medium 
moist at all times. 

After rooting, the young 
plants may be grown in the small 
pots for several weeks until you 
are ready to set them out in 
your flower bed or border. If 
they become too large^ shift 
them to four-inch pots, using^ 
some of the same peat moss 
and vermlculite mixture In place 
of soil.

2 c. corn flakes 
1 c. crisp rice cereal

3/4 c. light or dark corn syrup 
1/4 c. sugar 

2 tbls. margarine 

1/2 tsp. vanilla or almond fla- 
voring 

Cut one end from waxed pa- 
per carton (select milk, cot- 
tage cheese, sour cream, yo- 
ghurt or other). Combine ce- 
reals, chocolate or butterscotch 
chips and nuts In large bowl; 
set aside. Combine corn syrup, 
sugar and margarine in a small 
or medium saucepan. Stirring 
constantly, bring to full Iwll 
over medium heat and boil 3 
minutes. Remove from heat. 
Cool 10 minutes. Add vanilla 
or almond flavoring. Beat mix- 
ture with wooden spoon about 
3 minutes or until mixture turns 
a lighter c olor _and thickens. 
Pour over cereal mixture all 
at once.

Bid A ccepted 
For Golf Course 



City Council Monday formally 
accepted the bid of John H. 
Malbon Inc. for $439,797.30, 
to build the city's golf course 
adjacent to Redwing Park. City 
Manager Roger Scott said the 
additional $150,000 needed a- 
bove already approved bond 
funds could probably be. found 
from other sources. 

At Scott's recommendation 
the Council also aiq;>roved an 
ai^ropriation of $17,600 for 
rest room and bathhouse fac- 
ilities at the city's Little Island 
Park at Sandbridge. Vice Mayor 
Robert Cromwell questioned the 
need for the city to enter into 
this business because of the 
needs of the future, but Council 
approved it unanimously in <q)en 
meeting. At the same time 
Council asked Scott to bring in 
plans for operation and main- 
tenence of the facilities by the 
Recreation and Parks Dept. 

In other action, Council heard 
Commonwealth's Attorney 
Andre Evans, who said the State 
Compensation Board had turned 
down his pleas for more money 
for his assistants following the 
same action by Council, and that 
he would now allow them to 
practice law on a part-time 
basis on ttielr own to sustain 
themselves. 

Upon recommendation of City 
Attorney Harry Marshall Coun- 
cil decided not to refund $17,885 
in plat fees as requested by 
attorney Norris Halperin on be- 
half of several developers. Hal- 
perin maintained that the ord- 
inance under which the money 
was collected hadbeendeclared 
unconstitutional. Marshall told 
Council that in precendent cases

Those who answered last 
week's SUN SURVEY were al- 
most unanimous in disagree- 
ing with CityCouncil on the sub- 
ject of the proposed False Cape 
State Park south of Sandbridge.

"The burden has shifted." 

With these words J. W. Buff- 
ington, School Board chairman, 
adjourned the special budget 
meeting of the School Board 
Monday and left the budget, lit- 
erally, in the hands of City 
Manager Roger Scott, who had 
walked into^ihejneeting. The, 
record-size budget, approved 
by the School Board, must now 
be approved by City Council. 

Although the proposed budget 
of $23,795,378 for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 Is 
$5,043,378 more than the 
1968-69 budget, the local tax- 
payer is only expected to make 
up $3,041,005 of this. The rest 
is expected from state and fed- 
eral increases. While $3 mill- 
ion is a sizeable increase, the 
population of the city is also 
showing a steady increase- 
roughly 1,000 persons a month. 
They will share the burden too. 

One of the main reasons for 
the increased budget, according 
to School Supt, E.E., Brickell, 
is the increase in the number 
of schools and the 200 new 
teachers who will be needed 



to staff them. Teachers will 
also be heeded at Windsor Oaks 
Elementary School which is now 
occupied by King's Grant stu- 
dents. 

The 200 new teachers will cost 
$1 1/2 million. In addition about 
30 administrative and super- 
visory appointments will be 
submTttef to the school board. 

Teachers ,asked for and got 
a $500 salary raise. Beginning 
teachers will start at $6,500 
with abachelor's degree leading 
up to a high of $10^270 after 
14 years. The Virginia Beach 
Education Association had re- 
quested that the maximum be 
raised to $10,400 in 11 years. 
Teachers with master's degrees 
will reach a maximum of 
$10,985 in 14 years instead of 
the $12,610 requested by 
V.B.E.A. 

In a statement Brickell 



noted, "While overall budget 
increases approach 27%, if we 
could subtract from'the in- 
crease those monies made nec- 
essary by our growth, the over- 
all increase would be some 9% 
not at all out of line In a time 
when the cost of living index 
rises by 5% per annum. We 
anticipate some 2,000 to 2,500 
additional students next year, 
and, again this amazingly sim- 
ple fact of growth makes nec- 
essary the bulk of requested 
increases in the budget," 

With the increase in schools 
and students comes another 
very important increase- 
buses. The school system will 
need 20 additional buses plus 
20 replacement buses plus bus 
drivers. Pupil transportation is 
budgeted at $940,000. 

A new item on the budget 
is $150,000 to purchase school 



sites. Until this budget the Sch- 
ool Board has had to request 
funds from City Council for 
sites 

Aiwther $120,000 is allocated 
for library books to meet the 
standard of six books per child 
as iset by the Southern Assocl" 
atton of Colleges and Second- 
arrSchoote. The minimum will 
be increased one book per child 
per year until 1973 when 10 
per student will be required. 

Ctf the total budget, which in- 
cludes regular, adult and 
summer classes, $10,490,894 Is 
anticipated from state funds and

He said also that he has pra- 
cticed law in Virginia Beach

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The Rise in Traffic Deaths 



In the first few weeks of 
1969 Virginia Beach has set 
.a new record for traffic deaths. 
That record is not one to be 
proud of^ but a ll indications are 
that the terrible record was 
reached hot through any one 
cause or any group of causes 
and In spite of major efforts 
to keep this from happening. 

There Is little similarity in 
the^ fatal crashes. Speed has 
been a factor In some, but 
not In all. Reckless driving has 
had a hand In many, but pure 
carelessness and inability to 
handle the dangerous weapon an 
automobile Is have been highly 
responsible also. Drinking, 
poor roads or road conditions 
have played little or no part 
In the fatalities. 

But we cannot dismiss these 
deaths as flukes, following a 
year when Virginia Beach set 



a new record for reduction of 
fatalities. Three persons died in 
one recent accident alone, and 
a fourth person In that wreck 
is still gravely ill. It was an 
auto- school -bus crash, and the 
occupants of the car never had 
a chance after an apparent mis- 
cue at the wheel of the car. 

Our police department and 
highway safety officials have 
examined the circumstances of 
the fatal accidents closely and 
have said that even If they were 
right at the spot, the deaths 
could not have been prevented. 
They can only do, so much In 
traffic law enforcement, the 
building of better roads and the 
elimination of dangerous condi- 
tions. The rest Is up to all 
of us as drivers. ~— 

We are the only ones that 
can preventthls horrible record 
froni reaching new heights.

On Dec. 7, 1941, Japan bombed the naval and military 
installations at Pearl Harbor by a surprise attack. This was 
followed by attacks on Guam, Wake Island, the Philippines 
and other American bases in the Pacific, and upon British Hong 
Kong and Malaya. 

On M<M»day, Dec. 8, 1941, President Roosevelt appeared before 
Congress and asked for a declaration of war on Japan. On Thurs- 
day, Dec. U, 1941, Congress declared war on Germany and Italy. 
World War II had begun. 

At Anzio, Normandy, Bastogne, St. Lo, Guadalcanal, IwoJima, 
Corregidor, Bouganvill^ Kwajalein, the Marshalls and other 
places too numerous to mention; on the land, sea and air, S" 
United America fought the well-defined evils of HiroMto and 
Hitler, In a glorious and valiant manner. The American forces 
were convinced that they represented the greatest, most powerful 
and invincible country on earth. 

On June 12, 1944 an explosion hit the southern part of England 
that was not fired from a gun or dropped from an airplane. 
It was a V-1 missile. The era of guided missiles had arrived. 

In July, 1944, an American soldier standing in an apple 
field in Normandy saw a Ger mag fighter plane fly overhead 
and swore it had no propellers. He was correct, the jet age had 
arrived. 

As the victorious western armies swept across Europe, the 
immensity of the evil they were fighting became clearly evident 
as such places as Buchenwald and Auschwitz. On April 25 j 1945 at 
4:40 p.m. patrols of the United States 273rd Infantry Regiment 
(69th Division, 5th Corps) met elements of the Russian 58th 
Guards Division on th e Elbe Rive r . 



The thousand ^ear TMrd Reich was coming to an early end. 
On May 7, 1945, Col. Gen. Alfred Jodl in a modest brick building 
In Reims, France, signed the unconditional surrender. The terms 
were to l)ecome effective at midnight 8-9 May, 1945. The war 
in Europe was over. 

On Aug. 6, 1945 an American B-29 dropped an atomic twmb 
on Hiroshima and on Aug. 9, a second atomic Iwmb was dropped 
on Nagasaki. The atomic era had arrived. HirosMma suffered 
306,545 casualties. On Sept. 2, 1945, at 9:08 a.m. Japan surren- 
dered. 

The victory came at a terrible price. American casualtl^ 
totalled over 1,120,000 of which 433,335 were killed or missing 
in action. America spent $317,600,000,000 for materials alone 
as Its factories and blast furnaces supplied many of the armies 
of the free world. 

An immediate cry rang throughout the land to bring the boys 
home. -^ As American soldiers were packing their t)elonglngs in 
Europe, toe Germans were si^gesting that within five y^rs toe 
United States would t>e fitting toe communists. Their superior 
officers brushed this talk aside as being inthlng but Gernoan 
prt^Mtganda. 

M^nnrMle, in Am«ica serious race riots had occurred 
In D^iot and elsewhere and even minor skirmish^ occurred 
between segregated American soldiers in Europe. These two 
problems were d^tined totestAmericanresolveas never l>efore 
in toe goia^^icn to come. 
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Roger Adams Is a Lucky Boy

Roger Adams is a bright, 
7 fun-loving eight-and- a -half- 
year-old boy—much like your 
son, or nephew, or brother or 
^[randson. But Roger is not as 
active right now as he soon 
will be; he underwent open- 
hratrt surgery the first of Dec- 
ember and it will be about 
three more months before 
Roger can resume a normal 
activity schedule. 

Still, Roger is a lucky little 
boy. He is lucky, first of all, 
to have an understanding and 
knowledgeable family. There 
are two children in the William 
L. Adams family: Roger and his 
18 -year-old brother, Russell. 

The Adamses have been a- 
war? of Roger's heart defects 
since he was four and a half 
months old. They seem to have 
a composed, matter-of-fact att- 
itude toward the whole situa- 
tion. 

The home atmosphere has 
been good for Roger; he is 
eager to talk about his trip 
to the hospital and his heart. 
Every phase of his condition 
has been thoroughly discussed 
with him. He describes part 
of the operation, which involved 
putting a teflon patch over a 
hole the size of a quarter be- 
tween the ventricles of his heart 
as "just like building a plug... 
it didn't take long." 

Roger's pediatrician discov- 
ered a heart murmur when 
Roger had his six weeks check- 
up. At that time the doctor 
thought the hole in Roger's 
heart would close up, as some 
infant heart murmurs do. 
Roger's trouble, however, was 
much more serious. 

By subsequent examinations, 
it was found that Roger bad 
two defects— a hole between 
' his heart ventricles as well as 
. an obstruction in the outlet part 
of the right ventricle. Even 
this double difficulty was a lUcky 
break for Roger, for the two 
defects counter-balanced each 
other and prevented him from 
having trouble he might other- 
wise have encountered. 

Roger was born in August 

of 1960. In January of 1961

' pital in Norfolk to check child- 

" ren in the area with known heart 

trouble. 

Again Roger was lucky be- 
cause he was able to receive 
special attention without having 
to travel a great distance. When 
he was 17-months-old Roger 
had his heart catherized at 
Charlottesville. By the time 
he needed the same attention, 
when he was seven, the cather- 
ization was done at Kings Daug- 
hters Hospital by Dr. Douglas 
Moore. 

Many children with/Roger's 
condition are blue—their lips 
and fingernails in particular. 
The condition causes them to 
■ become breathless with the 
least amount of activity. They 
have fainting spells, convuls- 
ions and they tend to sit in 
a squatting position. These 
symptoms are caused by the 
obstruction which Roger had. 
Without the operation Roger 
would have experienced these 
-difficulties sooner or later be- 
cause the obstruction was be- 
coming tighter. The chances of

the operation being a success 
were much greater if the oper- 
ation were performed before 
those troubles started. Without 
the operation Roger would have 
been bedridden by the time he 
was 20 years old. 

The operation was first sch- 
eduled for October, but because 
of a cold Roger had contracted 
the operation was delayed until 
December. The operation was 
performed by Dr. Norman 
Thomson at Norfolk General 
Hospital. Luck had stepped in 
again; had Roger needed the 
operation prior to 1967 he would 
have had to go to Charlottes- 
ville. 

Two and a half weeks in the 
hospital, which is how long 
Roger was there, is a lifetime 
for a little boy. If you were 
to ask him what he did while 
he was there, he would reply, 
"1 just sat there and laid there." 
That is not quite the whole story, 
though. According to Roger's 
parents he was treated extre- 
mely well. 

Roger was in the cardio- vas- 
cular Intensive care ward Where 
he had at least two attendants 
all of the time. Within 24 hours 
after the operation he was able 
to sit up in bed and begin 
drinking the liquid diet he was 
on at first. As soon as he cQuld? 
eat solid food, and the ho^italj 
staff found out that he liked 
peanut butter and jelly sitnd- 
wiches, they sent out to Kings 
Daughters hospital for peanut 
butter just for Roger. 

Roger's luck was till with him 
for he had little pain with the 
operation. Dr. Thomson said 
that he had seen children who 
suffered more pain with ton- 
sillectomies. The worst part 
of the hospital stay for Roger 
was probably the number of in- 
jections he received. His par- 
ents estimated the number at 
31. .Roger's fat her' praises 
Roger's behavior. "He was a 
real fine patient... he didn't 
dread it too bad...he'd take a 
shot and not even flinch." 

Roger had a few words to 
add to this description, how- 
ever. "One time I did...they 
got a big metal one (hypodermic 
needle) and went whoosh!...! 
moved a little bit, but not too 
much." 

The day that Roger came 
home from the hospital was a 
big one, particularly for his 



mother and father and one of his favorite 



mother. It was the 19th of Dec- 
ember^Jier birt hday. "I never 
^iad too much of a birthday cel- 
ebration -- it's so close to 
Christmas— but that made up 
for everything," she said. 

When Roger first came home 
from the hospital he had to 
have a check-up every two 
weeks. Now he goes once a 
month. 
Since Roger has been home 

from the hospital he has spent 
a lot of time building car mod- 
els, watching T.V. and playing 
with his cat, Tiger. It takes 
five months after the opera- 
tion before he can be released 
to a full activity schedule. This 
has been a little bit of a pro- 
bl?..». According to his mother, 
"He thinks he's weU now... it's 
hard to hold him back." 

Two weeks ago Roger was 
allowed to begin riding his bicy- 
cle for ten minutes a day. He 
received a new bike for Christ- 
mas and it has been a strain 
on him to wait to ride it. The 
bike sat in the house until he 
was able to take it outside 
and ride. 

Roger likes school and the 
many friends he has there. 
He attended Point 0' View ele- 
mentary school before his oper- 
ation, but his family recently 
movoiand now he goes to Pem- 
broke Meadows. He started back 
to school about five weeks ago. 
Even though he has missed 
quite a bit of school he is not 
too far behind. 

His heart condition has given 
Roger a certain status 'among 
his friends. Before the oper- 
ation everyone wanted to hear 
his heart; now they want to see 
the scar ("But I don't let them," 
Roger says.). 

Like most little boys Roger 
thinks about what he wants to 
do when he grows up. And 
like most little boys he changes 
his mind quite often. At one 
time he wanted to be a doctor. 
He is not sure now. "I might 
do something wrong," he com- 
ments. The enormity of a doc- 
tor's responsibility is a real 
truth to Roger. 

Roger has been a lucky little 
boy. He has had wonderful par- 
ents who were financially able 
to pay his medical expenses 
(so far the cost is $4500), 
he has had thorou^ and cap- 
able medical attention, from

Studies of similar heart con- 
ditions and operations like 
Roger's show that he will pro- 
bably be able to live a normal, 
active life. Others who have 
had open-heart surgery have 
proven this so far. They have 
had babies and played com- 
petitive football with no trouble. 
Many of the former patients 
have hearts in better condition 
than people who were born with 
normal hearts. 

In talking to Roger you would 
think that the entire experience 
probably rates a little bit below 
getting a new bicycle for Christ- 
mas and a little bit above gett- 
ing a new car model, but don't 
let his sunny disposition fool 
you. It rates right where it 
should by anybody's standards. 
Recently while his mother was 
working around the house Roger 
walked up to her and thought- 
fully said, "Mother, I'm going 
to remember all of this the 
rest of my life."

Funds are now beii^ sought 
to build the first canine center 
in the United States on a site 
in Chesapeake. 

Plans are now to break ground 
for the Johnny Davis Memorial 
on June 1 . The late Johnny Davis 
ivas a dog breeder, owner, hand- 
ler and judge who was founder 
or charter member of seven dog 
clubs in the Tidewater area. 

The goal is $250,000 in the 
campaign being conducted nat- 
ionally. The proposed building, 
expected to cost $150,000, will 
include special non-slip floor- 
ing, accoustics and lighting es- 
pecially adapted for canine act- 
ivity, spectator balcony, groom- 
ing area, foldback bleachers, 
meeting rooms, library and 
eight show rimgs. Local shows 
are presently held in the base-^ 
ment of the Golden Triangle, 
as there is no other space 
available. 

The Foundation will not be 
just a show ring. It will be 
an information center, provide

New Play Is an 'Experience' 



Wedgewood Theatre has pro- 
duced more than a play in its 
current offering. "Summer- 
tree", as presented bytheToa- 
no reperatory company is a total 
theatrical eJiperience. It is pos- 
sible to enjoy it and to feel 
profoundly about it without re- 
ally totally understanding all the 
symbolism or identifying with 
the superficial story line. 

The story itself is almost 
superfluous. It deals with a 
young, sensitive man, unable 
to find himself until it is too 
late. His death, the circum- 
stances leading up to it, the 
feelings of others after his 
death, and how he haunts their 
memories comprise the thin 
story line woven by the young 
playwright, Ron Cowen. He is 
considered a spokesman for the 
protesting youth of today, and 
this play can be interpreted 
to tell the story of protest 
of the Vl^etnam war. The pro 



test, however is not offensive. 

Paul Iddings directs the play 
with a great deal of sensitivity 
also, and it comes off with all 
the symbolism there for the 
audience to feel and grasp. 

The young man about whom 
the story is written is played 
admirably by Robert Hennin- 
ger, a promising young actor. 
His feeling for the role shows 
great depth and perception. Kyle 
Iddings, as the little boy in the 
play who represents the con- 
tinuing life cycle, is excellent. 
His natural ability, coupled with 
an understanding so rare in one 
so young, make his portrayal 
a highlight of the play. 

Accolades must also go to 
Mackie, who gives such an in- 



tense performance to the 
characterization of the mother. 
Her many moods are letter 
perfect. Roby Brown is at first 
stiff as the father, but develops 
the majiy facets of his charac- 
ter niedlfibefore the end. 

Sherri Reid is delightfully 
young and attractive as the love 
of the boy's young life. And 
Larry L. Galister plays a num- 
ber of different soldiers, each 
quite well. 

The simple, symbolic setting 
and lighting add significance to 
the importance of the offering. 

The casual theatregoer, look- 
ing for simple entertainment 
without having to be challenged 
will not like this play.

- Last week we examined the 
background of the Vocational 
Office Training program at 
Princess Anne High School- 
how it is set \9, how it works. 
This week we talked to the stu- 
dents and their employers to 
see how they evaluate the pro- 
gram. 

One student, Jackie Melfa, 
is employed at a new car sales 
firm. Her duties there include 
electronic accounting and punch 
filing. She works about 20 hours 
a week. Jackie plans to go into 
data processing when she fin- 
ishes school. 

When asked which part of the 
program is most beneficial to 
her, Jackie replied, "I feel 
that the experience has helped 
very much.. .just doing it your- 
self...seeing how it is done... 
you don't realize how much 
there is to a job when you're 
on the other side of it." 



Another student, Monica 
Fazio, works at a local travel 
agency, Travelhouse. Monica 
feels that the program has 
helped her to decide what she 
wants to do after she leaves 
Princess Anne. She says that 
she was not sure before, but 
now she knows she likes the 
business world. 

Moncia works only nine hours 
a week at Travelhouse, where 
she takes dictation. In addition 
to her job at Travelhouse, 
Monica works four or five hours 
a week filing and typing corres- 
pondence for a real estate firm. 
One benefit that Monica has 
gotten from her experience is 
the chance to work with Adults. 
Monica says she had never 
worked much around adults be- 
fore, but now she feels at ease. 

Mrs. June White, the presi- 
dnet-manager of Travelhouse, 
finds Monica a willing and cap- 
able worker. She says that 
Monica is doing something she 
already knows how to handle. 

The VOT program as a whole 
is a good, flexible one in Mrs. 
White's estimation. She says 
it is "a very fine source for 
getting help.'* Mrs. White is

certain that other employers 
would find it l)enefical to them 
if they were to join it. 

Judi Midgett works about 15 
hours a week at Krispy Kreme 
Doughnut Co., where she per- 
forms general secretarial 
duties. Judi thinks the work ex- 
perience itself is the most ad- 
vantageous part of the program. 
"VOT has given me experience,. 
I would have gone fresh out of 
high' school and employers 
would have wanted someone who 
had e3g)erience." 

Being able to work in a learn- 
ing capacity has another advan- 
tage in Judi's opinion. She says 
that it has given her self- 
confidence— not just in her job, 
but in everything she does. 

Judi likes her job and the 
people she works with, which 
seems to l)e a common response 
among the VOT students. She 
admits that she lik^ her work, 
a lot better than she ever 
thought she would. She likes it 
so well that she dqes not want 
to leave when the time comes.

Lighthearted loafers used Va- 
lentine's Day as a peaceful day 
to sleep. They took no chances 
that a common belief — that 
the first person of the oppo- 
site sex you saw became your 
loved one for the year — came 
ture. No heartaches or aggra- 
vation for them, 

Nor for the women, who like 
one 18th century lady, "lay in 
bed and shiit my eyes all mor- 
ning until he came to our house. 
I would not have seen another 
man for all the world." It would 
appear that these ladies made 
sure that Cupid didn't interfere 
with their year's selection. 

That chance, however, be- 
came more and more risky each 
year, and finally women decided 
to substitute a safer custom to 
celebrate the day. In the late 
1700's, sweethearts began pen- 
ning and decorating eards, some 
so elegant and beautiful, they 
are virtually museum pieces 
today. 

And since neither nuul ser- 
vice nor envelopes existed, 
"caphired" colonists delivered 
their tokens of love — cards, 
candy, perfume — in person. 

The more well-to-do sent 
their cards by coach, though 
they double wrapped and sealed 
them with wax, so only their 
beloved could read the mes- 
sage. 



Then with the invention of 
,lithograid)s and woodcuts — 
a boon to the inartistic com- 
petitors, but a burden to the 
mailman — nearly everyone 
began sending valentines. 

Researchers at Shulton have 
come up with these two amusing 
facts: 

Cards were even tailored to 
men is specific professions. 
The undertaker, for instance, 
could send a card which said, 
"Let Chloe smile upon her 
lover, Who will ne'er forsake 
her; Each day new charms she 
will discover. In her faithful 
undertaker." 

Or the fruit grower could 
write his beloved that "Sweeter 
than an orange grove. Is the 
charming maid I love, No grapes 
more luscious than your lips." 

Lace-edged sentimental val- 
entines also became popular. 

Today, in addition to cards, 
flowers, candy and perfume 
have become common Valen- 
tine's Day gifts. According to 
department store surveys, i- 
tems boxM in hearts, or shaped 
like Cupid also are popular. 

Aroong^ the most common val- 
entine candies are the tiny sugar 
hearts with inscriptions like 
"Be My Valentine" on them, 
and aonong the most popular 
colognes for women are those 
which combine the provocative 
with the romantic. 

St. Valentine, however, who 
lent his name to the holiday, 
actually had little to do with 
it. Two Saint Valentines — one 
a Roman priest an^ the other 
a bishop martyed in Rome a- 
bout 270 — had birthdays Feb. 
14, and when the Christians 
tried to purify the Roman fer- 
tility festival Lupercalia, which 
also came in February, they

At one 
point in the Lupercalian festi- 
val, Roinans drew women's 
names from a box, though au- 
thorities are not sure why. 

Christians, however, copied 
the custom, though they substi- 
tuted the names of saints. To- 
day in classrooms thrpugho^t 
thfe country, children fontjnue 
the tradition. Remember

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Grow Plants Under Lights 



(Editor's note: Here Is an- 
other In the series on liome 
hprtletfture by Wesley P.

No^^ the time tosssemble 
a plant -trowing setup with 
fluorescwrt lights In your base- 
ment . At relatively small unit 
will allow you to raise all the 
flower and vegetable plants you 
needj unless you have an esp- 
ecially large garden. 

You may purchase a rack with 
three or four moveable shelves, 
which is attractive enough to 
be installed in a family room , 
or enclosed porch. Or, you 
may hang one or more fixtures 
over a bench or table in the 
basement, or other suitable lo- 
cation. 

The most common unif Is a 
four-foot reflector with two 40- 
watt tubes. The four-foot length 
is more efficient than those 
which are two feet long because 
less light is given off near the 
ends of the tube. 



Good light balance will t>e 
secured by using a daylight 
type and a soft white or nat- 
ural tube in each fixture. Gro-. 
Lux tubes give excellent light 
for plant growth and are pre- 
ferred if you wish to secure 
these special tubes. They give 
off a pink glow which causes 
plant leaves to appear darker 
and pink flowers to look red. 
The fluorescent tubes should be 
located about six inches above 
the top of your plants. 



The basem^t is an ideal 
place for a fluorescent plant- 
growing setup, ¥^ater is usually ^ 
availaJi>le froio^ nearby outlet. "* 
The temperature may be more 
easily maintained at the cool 
level tiesired by plants than In 
the parts of the house where 
we live. The best temperature 
for most plants is 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit during the day and 
60 degrees during the night. 

A timeclock to turn the lights 
on and off will add to the cost 
of your installation, but is worth 
the expense. Your plants need 
about 16 to 18 hours of light 
each day. This may be con- 
trolled manually, but the Job is 
much easier with a switch op- 
erated by a timeclock. Your 
plants will not grow as satis- 
factorily if the lights are on 
for 24 hours. 

One very important advantage 
of having a plant-growing set- 
up is that you can produce some 
of the new varieties which may 
not be available from your local 
garden center. These will allow 
you to select new high quality, 
disease-resistant varieties, 
which will more than repay you 
for your expense and effort. 

Do not start your plants too 
early. Most flowers and veg- 
etable seedlings will develop to 
an appropriate size in about 
six weeks. Rapidly growing 
species like cucumber, melons, 
pumpkin and squash will be 
large enough in about three 
weeks from planting. * 



Determine the time of plant- 
ing by the average date of the 
last spring frost in your area 
and the hardiness of the flowers 
or vegetables you are planting. 
Seedlings of hardy plants may 
be set out about two weeks 
before the average last frost 
date. Half-hardy varieties may 
be set out at about the time of 
the last frost. Tender species 
should.be set out about two 
weeks after the average last 
frost date.

This 
can be obtained by using apple 
trees, peach, plum or pear 
trees. 

Practice 
Fire Drills 

School fire drills are taken 
for granted but" fire Is 200 
times more likely to break 
out in your home. 

First step in remedying this 
situation, say fire authorities, 
is a family council. Children 
should be warned that the major 
danger is not the flames but 
accompanying deadly gases and 
smoke. A speedy escape is 
essential. Tliere is never time 
to gather up favorite belongings 
Since most fires break out 
be^een midnight and six a.m., 
bedroom doors should be closed 
every night to help protect 
sleepers. Each bedroom should 
have two planned escape routes. 
In case of fire, test the door 
before opening it. If it is warm 
to the touch, use the alternate 
escaperoute. 

To prevent the inhalation of

Combine oil, lemon juice, 
parsley flakes, paprika, cumin, 
garlic powder, coriander, salt 
and black pepper In a medium 
bowl; mix well. Add fishflllets, 
coating each fillet well on both 
sides. Dredge with flour. Fry in 
1-inch deep hot fat, about 8 to 
10 minute, turning to brown 
both sides. Drain on paper tow- 
eling. Garnish with lemon slices 
and ripe olives, if desired. 
Yield: 6 to 8 portions. 



Mutton is the preferred meat 
in these Mohammedan lands. 
Lamb kebabs are very popular 
and the cook who wishes to ex- 
cel broils them over aromatic 
woods. North African food is 
lustily spiced with "as much 
red pepper as can be borne," 
and with cumin, coriander, mint, 
anise, saffron, cinnamon and o- 
thers. Onion and garlic are used 
generoujply. 

It Is a small wonder that Nort 
Africans love spices, for spice- 
trading Phoenicians settled in 
Tunisia about 800 B. C. and 
founded what was to become 
Carthage. Fifteen hundred years 
later the Moslems invaded, 
bringing not only their spices, 
but citrus fruits, almonds, su- 
gar cane, rice and varieties of 
figs and dates.

Psychology May Become Elective

A course in psychology is 
being considered as an elective 
at First Colonial High School, 
to be available to juniors and 
seniors. 

The concept is a particularly 
good one since it opens new 
visteis of understanding human 
behavior to students at an age 
when this is a vital need. To 
be able to gain some further 
insight into the "whys" and 
"hows" of one's own actions 
is an opportunity long needed 
on the hi^ school level, and 
even on the junior high level. 



Consider the long range ef- 
fects of a broad program in- 
cluding psychology (subdued to 
an appropriate level of under- 
standing) taught each year from 
seventh grade upwards. The 
student, along with learning 
academic subjects, physical 
skills, and vocational skills, 
would be learning to understand 
himself, and how to cope with 
his wnottons^uxl feelings and 
difficult situations.

The plot revolves around a 
professional soldier who, in 
escaping from the enemy, takes 
refuge in the bedroom of a 
young girl who shields him, 
then falls in love with him, 
in spite of the fact that he de- 
str(i)ys. all of her illusions of 
the dashing military man and 
in spite of the fact that he 
carries chocolate cremesinhis 
cartridge case instead of 
bullets. He obviously becomes 
her "chocolate cream soldier, 
although she is engaged to a 
natty, temporary soldier who is 
more braggart than soldier. Her 
father is the epitomy of the 
Ineffective military com- 
mander. 

Add to this a bawdy mother 
who tries desparately for soc- 
ial acceptance and a saucy maid 
and inteUigent valet who are 
not at all the typical servants, 



and one has an hilarious 
of froth with a lot to say. 

Lee Lively plays the role of 
Shaw himself who narrates the 
settings. He looks and sounds 
for the world like the old ras- 
cal. 

Linda Phillips plays the young 
girl somewhat superficially, but 
overall presents a believable 
portrayal of a young girl torn 
between her upbringing and her 
love. 

Glenn Graham, as the choco- 
late cream soldier, is hilarious. 
He plods through the actions 
with heavy foot and beautiful 
^ comedy timing. VI RagaA» as 
the mother who tries diligently 
to hold her true self in check 
under the guise of a lady, is 
wonderfully overbearing and 
consistent. 

David MacFee bumbles nicely 
through the role of her husband 
the military commander. The 
young girl's intended, the.pom- 
pous major, is played to per- 
fection by Ian Goodwin, who uses 
every trick in the book to gain 
the comic approach. 

Mike Hamblin is a bit weak 
as the servant, but the role 
itself of a very perceptive 
schemer, makes it easy for him 
to carry it off. Terry Moore, 
as the maid is perhaps a bit 
too petulent and not conniving 
enough, but she still wins her 
social position and her mis- 
tresses' intended. 

Frank Anzalone handles a bit 
part of a Russian officy:, nicely.

The first seven days of this 
month will go down in the Vir- 
ginia Beach record books as the 
one week in the city's history 
to record the largest number 
of traffic fatalities. 

Seven persons lost their lives 
in four different accidents in 
widely seperated sections of the 
city, and there was no apparent 
similarity between the acci- 
dents. 

One man was killed Feb. 1 
in a two car head-on collision 
in the Acredale area of Kemps- 
ville; two high school girls and 
a soldier were fatally injured 
in an auto school bus collision 
Monday a week ago on Holland 
Road; a six-year-old boy was 
fatally injured Thursday when 
run over by an oil truck in 
the Gardenwood section; and a 
man and woman, both from 
Oriental, N. C, were fatally 
injured Friday in a two car 
head on collision at Kemps- 
ville Road and Centerville 
Turnpike. 

A 15-year-old boy, David N. 
Howe, who received severe head 
injuries in the Holland Road 
accident underwent several 
hours of surgery following the 
accident and has remained in 
critical condition under inten- 
sive medical care since the acc- 
ident. 

These accidents raised the 
city's traffic death toll for the 
year to nine, which compared 
to one traffic fatality in the 
city on the same date of last 
year. The weekly toll surpasses 
the previous weekly record es- 
tablished between Aug. 8-15, 
1967 when five persons perished 
in accidents. This month could 
also equal, or surpass, the 
previous traffic record for any 
month in thecity'shistory which 
stands at eight fatalities during 
the month of August 1963. 

The VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
asked Capt. G. K. Bryan, dir- 
ector of the police department 
traffic division, what may be 
contributing to the sudden up 



of how law enforcement may 
enter into the picture, Bryan 
pointed out the men of his 
department are doing a good 
job of this and continually seek- 
ing methods to improve safety 
on the thoroughfares of the re- 
sort city. 

Reeves Johnson, City Traffic 
Safety Chief, echoed the sen- 
timents of Capt. Bryan when he 
said, "I don't believe any of 
these fatalities are the result 
of any one particular thing. I 
think it's just one of those things 
that happened." In answer to the 
question of what might have been 
done to prevent the rash of 
fatalities Johnson replied "I 
don't see what could have been 
done to prevent any of them." 

The answer to what is caus- 
ing the increasing number of 



traffic fatalities apparently 
will not be found through any 
increase in accidents in the 
resort city. During January of 
last year, according to official 
city records, 324 accidents 
were recorded, with 43 of these 
involving personal injury and 
Wsulting in one fatality. These 
accidents took place during a 
month marked by heavy snow 
falls In the city and thorough- 
fares becoming extremely haz- 
ardous for driving. 

During January of this year, 
driving conditions were not im- 
pared by snowfall, and although 
a smaller number of accidents 
were recorded than a year ago, 
a total of 281 accidents resulted 
in two fatalities and 44 accidents 
resulted in personal injury.

The field of candidates for the 
House of Delegates from Vir- 
ginia Beach subject to the July 
Democratic primary has now 
swelled to four with the en- 
trance of attorney Richard D. 
Guy. V 

Guy, 3T, had been mentioned 
as apossible/^fidl^biyp'BMM 
time, but unW ej&»€is Week 
he raalntainfed ^Iwwe on his 
position. He made his announce- 
ment of candidacy Monday as 
an independent. He therefore is 
the second indqjendent can- 
didate already announced. 
Another attorney, Bruce 
Murphy, announced last week 
In the same manner. 

The two independents now 
face a ticket composed of In- 
cumbent B. R. Mlddleton and 
Rhae Adams, both aligned wltii 
the forces of V.A. Etheridge, 
City Treasurer. All the political 
activity began early in January 
when incumbent KennethWhite- 
hurst, Jr. announced that he 
would not seek re-election. The 
• re-election of Whitehurst and 
Middlewi on a single ticket 
has been e5q)ected, although the 
two were elected from opposite 
factions two years ago. 

Guy said inhis announcement, 
"In this election I am announc- 
ing and win run Independent ot 
any faction or other candidate.* 
It is my Intention to plade my 
candidacy in the hands of all 
Democrats In Virginia Beach 
and to ask their support ?ind 
assistance.''> ' 

He polnjfcw out that he feels 
this win make it easier for 
him to dedicate himself to the 
cause of responsive government 
"in a way that machine-picked 
candidates cannot do." 

Guy said the city of Virginia 
Beach must assume a new pos- 
ition of leadership, and called 
for state assistance to the fast- 
growing area and its needs. He 
also called for an expansion 
of industrial and resort de- 
velopment, as well as protection 
for farms and the growing con- 
struction industry. 

Guy is another newcomer to 
active politics, as are Murphy 
and Adams although he had been 
active behind the scenes in the 



past. Most recently he headed 
the Virginia Beach campaign for 
local option llquor-by-tbe- 
drlnk, which won handily. 

He Is a member of the Vir- 
ginia Beach law firm of Owens, 
Guy, Rhodes and Betz. Guy is 
a graduate of Amerl^U^vor- 
sMy apd j^e Washiq({tpn College 
of Law tliere.

The former City Manager 
suggested to the assembled city 
employees that they should 
simport candidates for state 
omces v*o 'ikW comipsit ttieift- 
selves to legislation that will 
be beneficial to the fast-grow- 
ing city. He added that new 
sources of revenue must be 
found if the city Is to continue 
to grow and prosper. 

As he has many times In the 
past, Hatchett suggested horse 
racing as an almost unlimited 
source of revenue which, he 
said, could keep the city tax 
rate low, A tax hike, as high 
as 50 per cent, is •expected this 
year in the city, on the heels 
of the 60 per cent Increase last 

year. 

Hatchett was City Manager 
when the idea for the new ad- 
ministration was conceived and 
the building was begun. He re- 
tired last July 1, about the 
same time the building was 
originally supposed to be finish- 
ed. But strikes, material short- 
ages, bad weather, changes In 
plans and other problems de- 
layed the completion of the 
building until last week. The 
contractor still faces penalties 
foi' late completion, but action 
in tlie matter has not yet been 
resolved. 

Hatchett called the new build- 
ing unequaUed in the state. It 
now houses offices of city em- 
ployees who came from eight 
different locations in the city. 
Still more are scheduled to 
move in later. The City Coun- 
cil chamber, still not com- 
pleted, will be used for the first 
time for the regular meeting 
on March 24, pending the fin- 
ish of the ornate room. 

Scott said that there is much 
room for expansion in the build- 
ing and that the unused third 
floor, will make the building 
adequate to city needs well into

Civic Center director Sam 
Scott and members of the Civic 
Center board appeared before

Burglars apparently were 
able to enter a residence in 
the 500 block of South Atlantic 
Avenue last Friday night as the 
result of negligence on the [art 
of one of the buildings leasees.

Dean James P. Whyte, Jr., 
Associate Dean of the Marshall 
Wythe School of Law at the 
College of William and Mary 
in Williamsburg, told Virginia 
Beach school administrators 
and invited guests Tuesday night 
that their involvement with the 
law is being caused "somewhat 
by student activism and public 
response to it," 

Whyte spoke to an in-service 
program of the city of Virginia 
Beach Public Schools, spons- 
ored by the Depts. of Elemen- 
tary and Secondary Education, 
held at the Oceana Naval Off- 
icers' Club. The meeting was 
attended by about 70 persons, 
including members of the school 
administrative staff, principals 
and assistant principals, police 
officers, probation officers and 
other city officials. 

Whyte was Introduced by Vir- 
ginia Beach ScJiDOl Supt. E. E. 
Brlckell. The law school death 
said that conflict is inevitable 
in matters where the adminis- 
trators become Involved in legal 
problems. He cited three major 
Involvements where the school 
personnel may come In contact 
with the legal system: through 
the problems of student discip- 
line; through the problems of 
academic freedom In the class- 
rdpm; and through the emerging 
problem of bargaining relations 
between teachers, union, assoc- 
iations and administrators. 

He pointed out that students 
have protested throughthe ages, 
and their reasons for protest 
have not really changed. He said 
they have always protested over

poor food, have always wanted 
a stronger voice in the oper- 
ation of the institution and have 
always protested over dress 
rules. 

Dean Whyte said that courts 
differ greatly in their inter- 
pretation of student and admin-

In light oi recent court de- 
cisions regarding what can and 
cannot be taught In the class- 
room, Whyte said additional 
ramifications could still befor- 
thcoming and which could easily 
confuse the original intent of 
the decision. 

In response to a question 
by Brlckell, Whyte said that 
administrators still have the 
right to continue discipline as 
long as discretion is followed 
in the handling of all cases.

Now it's the great debate, 1969 style. 

Norfolk State Sen. Henry E. Howell, Jr. 
tossed out the chaHenge of TV debates by^ 
the Democratic candidates for Governor re- 
cently. It can never really be known for cer- 
tain, but there is some speculation that 
he thought his opponents, Messers Battle and 
Pollard, and maybe Hahn, might ignore the 
challenge the way a fellow by the name of 
Nixon did in the presidential campaign of 
late. 

But Battle jumped right in and said he 
would be glad to debate, and Pollard follow- 
ed. Next a TV station in Roanoke offered 
its facilities for filming the debates and said 
they would make copies available to any other 
stations across the state that wanted them. 

■Now it appears that Howell may find him- 
self in a debate after all with at least two 
formidable opponents. Actually whatever 
Howell's intentions were in requesting such 
a gr^at debate, the reasons for holding one 
or more are sound. No other way can so 
many^ Virginians see and hear all the can- 
didates make a prepared statement, then re- 
spond under pressure to the slings and arrows 
of their opponents in an off the cuff manner. 
None of the three are considerd accomplished 
speakers, and this may come as a bit of 
a shock to-tele*fewers. Should Hahn also be 
in the race, at least he is a better speaker. 

Speaking of Dr. T. Marshall HaOin, the 
hour of decision is upon us. As Democrats 
gathw for politicking and dinner in Richmond 
at the Jefferson-Jackson Day conclave Satur- 
day, Hahn has promised to let his intentions 
be known at that time. There are just as 
many who believe he will enter the race as 
do not think he wiU^ That feeling could be 
based on his an^arem indecision to this time. 

Should he come in, he is a tatecomer, 
and may face odds hard to overcome. It 
would appear that a large number of polit- 
ically lnflu«itlal people are already committ- 
ed. And while Hahn could prove to t)e a form- 
kUble oppon^ based ob his ability aod his 



own personal merit, he would be just another 
non-charisma candidate in the fray. 
- And his entrance would almost guarantee 
a run-off jprimary election, since it is doubt- 
ful any one candidate could get a clear major- 
ity of the votes in a four-way race. It is 
already an accepted fact that it will be difficult 
enough in a three-way race. 

While the candidates have already agreed 
to support actively the winner of the primary 
in the November general election, the effect 
of a divisive campaign, especially split four 
ways, there is little doubt of the effect on 
GOP chances in the fall. They obviously would 
be increased greatly by a big enough fight. 

But then A. Linwood Holton, expected Re- 
publican .standard-bearer is playing it rather 
coy at present. While the rank and file of 
the GOP is definitely looking to Holton as 
their ray of hope, he apparently is not ready 
to say anything yet. In fact, upon question- 
ing, he just won't make any comment. That 
ought to keep the GOP in line. If they say 
anything nasty about him, he could really 
mess things up by not running. 

Meanwhile back on the Democratic side, 
Norfolk State Sen. Edward Breeden's impres- 
sive trial balloon suggesting that the can-/ 
didate for Lt. Governor should be a concen-' 
sus candidate and, of course, that he would 
be available, has been met with an apparent 
overwhelming surge of apathy. 

No concensus candidate has emerged since 
then and the world has not beatwi a path 
to Breeden's door. It looks now like everyone 
is still playing It ratter agHy waiting for 
the top spot candidates to let their views be 
known generally. Th«i maybe the No. 2 
aiKl No. 3 on the slate can jump.ona given 
bandwagon. 

The campaign of 1969 reflects a tremendous 
cbai^[e in Virginia politics. From tte gr^t 
d#)ttes to wMe t^m eictioD splita, frontlet 
politics have r^oraed to VirglQia tot the first 
tloe in maiqr years. 



The American serviceman of World War II returned to his 
homeland a mature and serious young man. In the military service 
of World War II he realized, as never before, that the key to his 
future success was a professional, technical or a liberal arts 
education. 

The country had become highly technical and he realized 
that if he were to successfully compete in the industrtalized 
society of the future, he needed an education. The government 
paid for much of this training through the G. I. Bill of Rights. 
In unprecedented numbers, he returned to high school and college. 
The population became educated and, as a consequence, democracy 
was strengthened. 

Television began to be used widely, and was destined to 
have a profound effect on the nation. The itinerant worker could 
sit in his shack and not merely read or hear how the other half 
lived, but he could see this affluence on the screen of his 
television set. 

The pressure to buy the wonderful new products being 
advertised on television increased until installment buying gave 
the average household, appliances, television sets, furniture, 
furnishings and cars in unprecedented numbers, and an install- 
ment debt equal to a year's wages. Television informed the public, 
as never before, of the events, problems, and progress of our vast 
nation and the world. Throughout America the habit was quickly 
adopted of watching the early and late evening news. 

The Negro began to express firm dissatisfaction with sitting 
on the back of a bus; or not being permitted to sit at a lunch 
counter; or go to the school of his choice; or get the job of 
his choice; or stay at the motel of his choice; in short, he insisted 
non-violently, and sometimes violently, on getting his rights 
as a full amd equal citizen; . and America began to listen. 

Following Roosevelt's New Deal, President Truman promised 
the Fair Deal; Eisenhower promised a Great Crusade and one 
of his Supreme Court appointees wrote the majority opinion 
in Brown vs. the Board of Education, which struck down the 
separate but equal doctrine in public schools; President Kennedy 
spoke of the New Frontier, which was not physical but socio- 
logical; and President Johnson spoke of the Great Society which 
he intended to sipify a just and equitable society. Civil rights 
l|egislation was enacted which promised far reaching results 
ih the field of race relations, and equal opportunities for all. 

Meanwhile, impertalism in a clever and sophisticated version, 
presented itself in the form of Communism. Around the world, 
international communism, was seeking to expand ita territories 
and Influence. In Europe it was contained through the Marshall 
Plan and the Truman doctrine. In Asia a sleeping giant was 
flexing its muscles and forced America to fight in Korea and 
Vietnam. 

The issues were far more subtle and the evil less clearly 
defined than in the second World War. As a consequence, 
America became divided more than at any time since the civil 
war. It assassinated a President, a presidential aspirant, and a 
civil rig^ta leader. 

The sole bulwark against the unrestricted spre^ ctf inter- 
natloi^ communism became the United States of America. 
Nation after ration fell under the domination of communism. 
And yet with no help from America, ttie only nation which freed 
itself from communism since tte second World War was Uxk)- 
nesia. brtelligatf and sincere men argued ttet America cmild 
not, and diould ncA, police ^ work!.

Larry Sancilio, president of 
the Cancer^Society, said that 
this year's goal is $28,000.

The rest is sent 
to the American Cancer Society 
for grants and fellowships. 

Sancilio said that an estimated 
1,078 persons have been cured 
of cancef in Virginia Beach.

cases are expected within a year 
of which 138 will be saved. 
Looking ahead, he said that 
35,000 persons in Virginia 
Beach will have cancer, of which 
21,000 will die. "If we can do 
anything to combat this thing 
that's what we will do." . 

Mrs. John Doyle, vice pres- 
ident of the Friends of Music, 
told the club members that 
"There's no reason why Vir- 
ginia Beach can't be a cultural 
center."

When transplanting, the hole 
should be dug at least a foot 
wider and at least six inches 
deeper than the root ball. You 
should then loosen the soil in 
the bottom of the hole, begin 
backfilling with topsoil and peat 
mixed, place the plant in and 
fill. After placing the plant 
in the hole and filling about 
halfway, you should loosen the 
burlap covering on the ball, 
and lay it back. Then complete 
the filling process. 

When moving the plant or 
placing it in the hole, care 
should be taken never to, drop 
It. If this were to happen, the 
ball would burst, thus breaking 
the roots. Breaking the roots 
would reduce the chances of 
survival greatly. 

After transplanting, trees and 
shrubs should be pruned back to 
compensate for the loss of roots 
during the transplanting oper- 
ation, or sprayed with an anti- 
desslcant §pr&y td reduce water 
loss.

City Manager Roger Scott 
broke with tradition Tuesday 
night in a speech before the 
Tidewater Association of 
Homebuilders (TAHB). He pub- 
licly disclosed the amount of 
the Virginia Beach operating 
budget for fiscal 1969-70 before 
it has been formally presented 
to City Council 

Scott told the homebuilders 
the budget "will total approx- 
imately $45 miUion." But sour- 
ces at City Hall have been a 
little more specific, setting the 
figure at about $44.5. They say 
that win probably be pared down 
from the present form of about 
$44.7 million. 

Although City Council as a 
whole has not heard the official 
budget figure so far, individual 
Councilmen have talked about 
the budget wltii Scott. The City 
Manager's finished budget is 
expected to be presented to 
Council In March for April app- 
roval. The budget goes Into 
effect on July 1. 

At Tuesday night's meeting, 
Scott did not elaborate on the 
budget figure, but the $44.5 mil- 
lion would place it about $8.6 
million over last year's city 
operating budget. The only Citv 



Councilman In the audience, 
Bayslde Councilman Larry 
Marshall, noted his surprise at 
hearing the budget fipre re- 
lease so soon, but said it didn't 
bother him that it was. He added 
that it seemed to be a realistic 
figure. 

To arrive at the final figure, 
some cuts are expected in the 
school budget, now proposed 
at $23.7. The approximately 
$250,000 to $300,000 that may 
be cut is not expected to affect 
the salary proposals recom- 
mended by the school board. The 
starting salary is still expected 
to be $6,500. Sources at City 
Hall say that other cuts can 
be made. 

No one will say for sure, but 
it is felt that if the proposed 
cuts can be made In aH areas 
Scott can do as he had hoped...

As everyone Is well aware, 
Virginia Beach Is a rapidly 
growing city. 

But Its rapid growth Is also 
responsible for a number of 
municipal headaches — one of 
the largest of which is the school 
system. A larger population 
means more children. And more 
children mean more schools. 
More schools mean more tea- 
chers and more school buses. 
And so it goes on with one 
thing leading to another. 

The added e3q)enses must be 
paid for, and they are not cheap. 
The responsibility falls back on 
the taxpayer. It Is highly likely 
that this year's record school 
budget will necessitate another 
property tax Increase, the se- 
cond in two yrars. Aiwtherbond 
issue for school construction 
will be needed in the near fu- 
ture, folldwing the nearly $14 
1/2 million bond issue In Janu- 
ary 1967. 

The pe(4;>le of Virginia Beach 



have a choice: quality education 
for their children or educational 
stagnation In crowded ill -eq- 
uipped schools on split shifts. 
The School Administration's 
proposed budget for 1969-70 Is 
$23,795,378 as compared to 
$18,750,255 throu^ June 30 
of this year. While overall 
budget Increases approach 27%, 
if monies made necessary by the 
growth of the city (2,000 to 
2,500 more students expected 
in September, plus 200 more 
teachers), the overall increase 
would be about nine per cent. 
The cost of living index-now 
rises about five per cent per 

year. 

Most taxpayers do not realize 
the extent to which our public 
schools are utilized. That Is the 
purpose of this aal several 
other articles. Including a look 
Into the future of the school 
system. 

As would be expected, public 
sdiools are used more in the 
daytime than at any other -seven 
days a week and 12 montos 



of the year that is. Schools 
are open, generally, from 8 a,m. 
for elementaryschoolsto4p.m. 
for secondary schools. But the 
schools' activities do not end 
with the last bus load of stu- 
dents. 

Art enrichment classes are 
held after school hours at eight 
elementary schools on a rotat- 
ing basis. High school students 
are busy with extra-curricular 
activities ranging from ath- 
, letisft -to^-ekfcs, school news- 
^'pkpers" annuals and play re- 
hearsals. 

The Parks awl Recreation 
Department, whose director, 
Harold Whitehurst is also dir- 
ector of health and physical" 
education for the schools, oper- 
ates a varl«l program of sup- 
ervised after school activities 
at 21 sctools. The total was 
22 until Kings Grant Elemen- 
tary School burned down before 
Christmas. And 46 tennis courts 
are located on school property. 
Churches hold services (they 
pay a rental fee) at a number of 



schools on Stmday. The number 
varies as new congregations are 
formed and others move Into 
their own sanctuaries. 

Almost all the schools are op- 
erating near capacity or be- 
yond. School Supt. E. E. Brick- 
eU commented recently that 
Kings Grant Elementary would 
have to be rebuilt byS^tember 
because there Is no (^er place 
to put the student body. They 
are presently attending Windsor 
Oaks Elementary which will be 
needed by children In that area 
nerf fall. The Windsor Oaks 
students are currently scatter- 
ed In three schools which also 
will not have room for them 
next fall. 

Three new junior high 
schools, Plaza, Bayslde and 
KempsvUle, wiU open In Sep- 
tember to help ease the load on 
the high schools. Virginia Beach 
now has sevM hi^i schools. 
There will be cme less next 
fall when Union KempsvUle be- 
comes the center for effective 
learning. Of the seven, five 



have been built since 1960 and 
five have had additions. All 
have portable classrooms too. 
Surprisingly enough, Princess 
Anne High School, which was 
built in 1954, has never had 
a permanent addition. 

There are currently 42 public 
schools in operation. Twenty- 
four of ttiem were not In exis- 
tence In 1960 and one other 
was buiU during that year. Pre- 
sently seven secondary and 13 
elementary schools have a high- 
er enrollment than the capacity 
set by the state for the schools.

Just what effect Council's 
resolution will have on &e plans 
is not yet known, but state 
officials have said they are 
surprised at the opposition by 
the City Council. 

City Manager Roger Scott 
told Council that if tte state 
is so concerned about estab- 
lishing a seashore pa;k,"they 
should have helped the city on 
the purchase of the San(!R)rldge 
property," The city purchased 
the Little Island Park property 
for $544,000 and applied for 
state and federal funds to help 
defray the costs, but was turned 
down. All members of City 
Council agreed with Scott's re- 
marks. 

Council is opposed to the park 
generally because of the loss 
of tax revenue by devel<H)ing 
the property as a park instead 
of normal commercial and res- 
idential development. 

In other action Monday, Coun- 
cil appropriated $29,188 for the 
purchase ofbleacherstobeused 
at Virginia Beach Junior High 
School stadium for outdoor civic 
center entertainment, the Music 
Festival and other activities, 
and which can be moved where 
needed for sporting events. 

Assistant City Manager for 
Finance Giles Dodd, said the 
appropriation would come 
from the General Fund. 

Council also.finally approved 
the rezoning of the last areas 
of 21st and 22nd Streets west 
of Cypress Ave. Several par- 
cels were changed so that ser- 
vice stations could be built 
near the end of the Virginia 
Beach -Norfolk Expressway. 
The rest of the two streets 
were zoned for comroericaland 
hotel and motel developments 
some time ago. 

A puWic hearing was setio^ 
April before the City planning 
Commission on the establish- 
ment of historic-cultural dis- 
tricts in the Princess Anne 
area. 

An ordinance was also app- 
roved that would prohibit the 
unlawful discharge of firearms 
in certain areas. The ordinance 
was drawn to prevoit this on 
the Western Branch of the 
Lynnhaven River. 

In the informal^ession prior 
the regular Council meeting 
City Sgt. John Marr complained 
to Council that his jaU parking 
area had beoi taken away; that 
he liad been made to move a 
fence for a sidewalk, hut tliat 
the sidewalk had not been built;

The uniforms 
are d4rk brown and tan In color, 
as opposed to the shades of blue 
used for regiiliar police 
uniforms. 

Col. Davis pointed out the re- 
classification of these dispat- 
cher s followed the line of thought 
that they are not exposed to 
the same hazards or respon- 
sibilities as a patrolman. The 
placing of these people into the 
category of a "civil employee 
in a classified service" not only 
makes for more flexibility in the 
department but will mean con- 
siderable savings, since dis- 
patchers will no longer be fur- 
nished service revolvers, hand- 
cuffs or leather goods normally 
supplied a patrolman. 

Overall changes in the po- 
lice uniforms have also been 
outlined by Col. Davis. This 
summer police officers will be- 
gin wearing short sleeved, open 
collared shirts, without neck- 
ties during warm months. The 
bill type cap normally worn by 
police officers will also be re- 
placed by a short -brimmed 
stetson hat. 

Col. Davis said the uniform 
changes came about because he 
felt "a police officer should be 
comfortable when he is work- 
ing."

It's a Very Spi 



And so the long-awaited 
special General Assen^ly 
session that will consider the 
first major revisions to the Vir- 
ginia Constitution in 41 years 
is in session. Hopefully in 30 
or so days a document worthy 
-of a growir>g and progressive 
state will be ready. 

Generally it is conceded to 
be a good piece of work as it 
Is, which specks highly for the 
commission which drew it. But 
It must be remembered that as 
it stands now it is merely a 
convnission concensus work, 
and 140 members of the legis- 
lature, representing ail pol- 
itical foctions and all types of 
p^eople from all types of 
societies must ferret out the 

best it contains and enlarge upon~ 
It. 

Already enough has been said 
about cstiual sessions, which 
must come from this special 
session jl tfie sto«e is to con- 
tinue U> progress. And the ddit 



limit must be examined closely 
to fit the needs of the state 
in the next half century or so. 
But it is also time for enact- 
ment of a document which will 
aid the fast-growing areas like 
Virginia Beach to grow and pro- 
sper. 

Much is being said about 
combining political subdivi- 
sions and about metropolitan 
governments. Perhaps this has 
merit, but the new Constitution 
must moke it clear that this 
is to be done as a benefit, 
not as a punishment, such as 
the outdated annexation laws 
which almost crippled Princess 
Anne County before merger. 

It is also up to us, the home- 
lolks that our representatives 
represent, to let them know our 
feelings on any and all matters 
under consideration. We can all 
best be served by this new con- 
stltutl^only if oil of i» hove 
a hona in its development. 



The special se^on of the Virgiatt GeoK- 
eral Assonbly that will draw a new con- 
stitution for the state <rf Virginia is in sess- 
ion. It l>egan yesterday and is expected to 
weather some heavy storms for about 30 
days b^re the l^islators head for lK>me. 

The special a»nmission tlat drew the new 
document has been di scharge(LJjow jt^ is up 
to the 140 monbers of the two booses of the 
legislature to finish the job and to provide 
a workable constitution for the l^er part 
of the 2(Nh coitury. 

The d^ limit, annual sessions and met- 
ropolitan government provisions are e3q)ected 
to get the most word play during the next 
few weeks. It is expected that annual sessions, 
not recommeoded b>- the commission, will 
be enaded. This could prove to be a test 
of urban strength against rural strei^th. The 
urtmi areas generally izvor amual sessions^ 

The ^te Central Committe <rf the Demo- 
cratic Party recommendatioos passed last 
weekend at the insist«ice of party lil)eraJs 
are not e5q)ecl€d to be included in the new 
constitutioo. Registration by party and the 
vote in state elections for 18-yar oMs, pass- 
ed by the committee, over the ohjecticuis of 
many, will uodcmttedly not make it into c<ms- 
tltutional lav. 

But who can blame the liberals for layii^ 
do»n a smokescreen like this one concern- 
in t jarty lo>-alty aal register ii^ to vote by 
part) to ea«^ s> mpatfiy. Altho«^ Virginia 
Beach representatives Sidney Kellam and Owen 
Pickett, as well as other meml)€rs of the 
First District committee 0B»sed if, the 2nd, 
8th and 10th District rabble rollers poshed 
it through.

The May 1969 issufe of "Vir- 
ginia Town and City", the of- 
ficial publication of the Virginia 
Municipal League, will bt 
devoted largely to Virginia 
Beach, with particular empha- 
sis on the municipal complex 
at Princess Anne. 

The Virginia Beach stories 
will be writtenby newspaper and 
television reporters who cover- 
activities around city hall.

Rector Has Unique Parish S '""'""* ''"'"'""*' 



The guest speaker for the 
Virginia Beafch Jaycees annual 
Ministers' Breakfast last Fri- 
day was Dr. Cotesworth Lewis, 
rector of Bruton ParlshChurch 
in Williamsburg. 

The breakfast is sponsored 
by the Virginia Beach Jaycees 
each year during Brotherhood 
Week to promote brotherhood 
and to Improve communication 
between the various denomina- 
tions a:nd religions In the city. 

The breakfast, attended by 
about 60 ministers and Jaycees 
was held In the Crystal Room 
of the Americano Hotel. The 
Jaycees chairman of the event 
was Kent A. Morgan. 

Dr. Lewis told of the "Wacky 

World of Williamsburg." He 
said that If reporters In the 
audience wished to criticize him 
for the title of his speech, that 
he was used to criticism of 
reporters, following some 
wcnrks he said from the pulpit 
the morning former Pres. John- 
son was in the congregation. 

The Rector said that Bruton 
Church is faithfully rebuilt as 
it was in Colonial days, which 
.ha&been an expensive problem, 
since exact duplication of mat- 
erials has often necessitated 
manufacture of a product that 
could not be obtained otherwise. 

Dr. Lewis said he actually 
has three congregations - his 
regular local parish, the college 
students of William and Mary 
and the more than one million 
visitors who come to the church 
each year. He said this is in 
addition to his regular pastoral 
duties. 

Because of this the church 
holds eight separate services on 
Easter and each one is attended 
by the maximum 600 to 700 per- 
sons In the church designed by 
Colonial Gov. Spotswood. 

He also said that many wed- 
dings of foreign notables, 



Washington socialites and many 
airline stewardesses are held 
in the church and that nearly 
every Sunday he has one or more 
VIP's In the congregation. 

"I always try to say some- 
thing special to them in my 
text," he said. That is how the 
Johnson visit found Its way into 
the news, after Dr. Lewis' crit- 
icism of policies of the Johnson 
administration. 

One of the peculiarities that 
Dr. Lewis pointed out about 
the church Is that a full-time 
cleaning crew must be employed 
every night from 10 p.m. to 
4 a.m. to make the building 
ready for the next day's visit- 
ors. He said the church has to 
be painted and refurnished far 
more often than most churches 
because of Its historic place 
in the community of Colonial 
Williamsburg.

Have you pruned your bush 
roses yet? This should be done 
in early spring just before 
growth starts. 

Bush roses are the hybrid 
tea, floribunda, grandiflora, hy- 
brid perpetual, p o 1 y a n t h a, 
shrub, old fashioned, tree or 
standard, and miniature. 

They should be pruned ann- 
ually to Improve their appear- 
ance, to remove dead wood, and 
to control the quantity and qual- 
ity of flowers produced by the 
plants. If roses are not pruned, 
they soon grow into a bramble 
patch and the flowers are small 
and of poor quality. Sometimes 
undesired shoots come from 
undesired understock. These 
should be removed as soon as 
they appear, or they will soon 
dominate the plant. 

Rose pruning is not difficult. 
Sharp tools are a pre-requisite 
to pruning, however. A fine 
toothed saw is useful for cutting 
dead canes. All other pruning 
can be done with pruning shears. 

When pruning, do not leave 
bare stubs. Make all cuts to a 
cane, to the point on the crown 
from which the pruned member 
originated, or to a strong out- 
ward-facing bud.

There will be three changes 
in the 12th annual Virginia Salt 
Water Fishing Tournament 
which opens May 1 and runs 
through Nov. 30. 

Blue marlin with a nimimum 
weight requirement of 250- 
pounds will be added to the list 
of elifeible species. This is the 
first new species added to the 
contest since 1960 when the 
number of elegilbe species was 
expanded from 15 to 22. 

The total number of classes 
in the tourney will remain at 
22 because yellowfin and blue- 
fin tuna, formerly listed spe- 
arately, will now be grouped 
under the single classification'r^ 
Tuna (large). The new group- 
ing will permit anglers fishing 
Virginia waters to earn cita- 
tions for bigeye as well as 
yellowfin and biuefin tuna. 

The third change for the 1969 
raises the minimum weight re* 
quirement for bluefish from 
12 to 15-pounds. Almost 1100 
bluefish registered in the 1968 
contest weighed 15-pounds or 
better. And bluefish anglers 
accounted for 2046 of the 4504 
Citations awarded for all 22 
species in 1968. 

All changes were recomm- 
ended by the Virginia Salt Water 
Sport Fishing Association after 
a meeting with the Tourna- 
ment's Director. Final approval 



for the recommendations was 
given by the Dept. of Conser- 
vation and Economic Develop- 
ment which operates the Tourn- 
ament as one phase of the 
State's salt water sport fishing 
promotion program. 

In the Tournament's eleven 
years of operation, over 22,000 
of the coveted four-color Cita- 
tion plaques have been awarded 
anglers registering outstanding 
catches. There is no Jouma- 
ment entry fee and an angler 
may weigh his catch at any of 
the lOO-plus official weighing 
stations strategically located 
throughout Tidewater Virginia.

Murray of Franklin, the plans 
were approved by the Virginia 
Comprehensive Health Planning

and for its operation for two 
years. 

The regional agency will be 
responsible for setting-up and 
carrying through a program 
for all health planning in 11 
southeastern Virginia subdivi- 
sions. 

Mills E. Godwin has 
approved the plan's basis a- 
greement with the state's pro- 
posed governmental planning 
district boundaries, according 
to S. W. Rawls Jr., chairman 
of the state council's grant 
review committee. Gov. God- 
win is expected to approve the 
entire Tidewater application. 

The plan will go from the 
governor's office to the region- 
al office of the Public Health 
Service in Charlottesville and 
then to Washington for final 
approval. 
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
